Of 
the  sports,  basketball,  wrestling 
and  swimming  are  with  us  and 
should  receive  the  backing  of 
the  student  body. 

A year  ago,  a great  clamor 
went  up  when  it  was  decided 
that  midweek  games  should  stop. 
\ cry  to  heaven  issued  from 
every  throat,  and  we  thought  we 
were  being  maltreated.  Upon 
reconsideration,  it  was  decided 
that  all  midweek  games  should 
not  be  stricken  from  the  sched- 
ules. but  that  the  number  should 
be  limited.  This  reconsideration 
appeased  the  anger  of  the  col- 
lege body  somewhat,  but  recent- 
ly we  have  heard  rumblings  of 


the  same  sort. 

BURRO  would  like  to  know- 
how much  the  student  body  has 
actually  thought  of  their  ill- 
treatment  ; how  much  they  have 
reflected  as  to  the  question  of 
w-ho  was  really  at  fault.  We 
have  noticed  in  past  winters  that 
the  attendance  at  the  midweek 
games  was  pitiful  and  that  even 
the  games  and  meets  scheduled 
for  Saturdays  were  not  as  well 
attended  as  they  should  have 
been,  except  in  the  case  where  a 
crack  team  represented  our  op- 
ponent. The  same  faces  appear- 
ed game  after  game,  the  same 
men  stayed  away  and  the  latter 
w-ere  in  the  majority.  But  when 
the  powers  that  be  decided  that 
such  games  were  not  a paying 
proposition  and  that  it  was  hard- 
lv  worth  the  trouble  of  bringing 
other  teams  here,  immediately  a 
loud  protest  went  up  from  all

men.  including  those  who  never 
even  took  the  trouble  to  walk  to 
Taylor  gym.,  when  such  a game 
was  scheduled.  No,  the  stud- 
ents were  the  ones  that  were  be- 
ing abused  ; they  forgot  the  oth- 
er side  of  the  question. 

College  spirit  finds  its  great- 
est expression  undoubtedly  in 
football.  But  there  is  no  reason 
why  with  the  close  of  the  foot- 
ball season,  the  college  body 
should  dig  in  and  go  to  sleep 
for  the  winter.  The  college  body 
has  lost  an  important  privilege 
by  the  restriction  placed  upon 
these  games,  but  they  must  re- 
member that  they  brought  it  up- 
on themselves  by  failing  to  re- 
cognize that  privilege  when  they 
held  it.  By  the  backing  of  the 
student  body  during  the  coming 
winter  will  the  policy  of  the  Ath- 
letic Committee  in  the  future  be 
molded;  if  they  show  that  they 


are  earnestly  back  of  these  teams 
with  their  physical  as  well  as 
their  moral  support,  the  Com- 
mittee may  see  fit  to  bring  back 
these  games  as  before;  if  not, 
the  privilege  may  be  withdrawn 
entirely. 

Unfair  criticism  has  been  the 
downfall  of  more  than  one  good 
systan.  Too  often  have  we  sat 
in  front  of  our  fires  and  voiced 
our  ideas  of  what  slhould  be, 
without  directing  our  attention 
to  our  own  selves,  wherein  per- 
haps a great  deal  of  the  fault 
may  have  lain.  A good  coach 
with  a crack  team  in  both  the 
major  sports  of  basketball  and 
wrestling  warrant  our  full  back- 
ing. but  they  cannot  hope  to  be 
successful  without  the  realizat- 
ion of  the  fact  that  every  man 
in  the  University  is  back  of  them. 
Think  it  over. 


D URRO  has  devoted  some 
space  in  its  editorial  col- 
umns of  previous  numbers  to 
the  question  of  the  Honor  Sys- 
tem, and  hesitates  to  be  dron- 
ing over  the  same  story  too  often. 
But  we  feel  that  it  is  well  worth 
the  few  lines,  and  so  the  keys 
of  the  editor’s  typewriter  flash 
into  action  once  more. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  col- 
lege year,  the  Arcadia  made  it 
a point  to  explain  the  Honor 
System  fully  to  the  student  body 
for  there  seemed  to  be  a great 
deal  of  misunderstanding  about 
the  matter,  and  a special  effort 
was  made  to  explain  it  clearly 
and  fully  to  the  members  of  the 
freshman  class.  To  all  who  had 
ears  that  could  understand  the 
language,  the  attitude  of  the  Ar- 
cadia seemed  clear,  but  there  were 
some,  who,  as  are  always  found 
in  a body  such  as  our  student 
body  paid  neither  attention  nor 
respect  to  what  was  said. 

The  stand  of  the  Arcadia  was 
tested.  An  ideal  case  was  bro- 
ught up,  in  which  two  men  were 
concerned ; the  case  was  handled 
from  beginning  to  end  by  stud- 
ents, and  the  teaching  force  had 
no  knowledge  of  it  until  the  men 


had  been  tried  and  found  guilty. 
In  justice  to  them,  we  say  that 
there  was  but  little  complaint  on 
their  part,  they  pleaded  guilty 
to  the  wrong  and  were  willing  to 
abide  by  the  penalty  that  was 
imposed  upon  them.  But  they, 
too,  evidently  had  mistaken  the 
attitude  of  the  Arcadia,  they 
probably  looked  upon  the  Arcadia 
as  it  has  been  looked  upon  at 
times  in  the  past,  a figurehead 
which  only  moved  to  action,  when 
spurred  on  by  a faculty  report 
on  such  a case.  The  argument 
seems  clear,  else  why  would  they 
have  broken  the  Honor  System. 
We  do  not  aim  to  damn  then  by 
these  words;  the  purpose  of  this 
editorial  is  to  bring  home  to  the 
student  body  the  fact  that  the 
Honor  System  is  in  force,  that 
there  are  men  in  college  who 
feel  personal  honor  sufficiently 
to  report  another  when  he  is 
guilty  of  such  an  offense  and 
who  are  willing  to  testify  before 
their  fellows  of  the  fact,  and 
we  want  to  bring  home  the  fact, 
that  the  Arcadia  is  going  to  en- 
force the  system,  no  matter  who 
comes  before  that  body.
